ONION FLY. 


A Correspondent writes — | 
Unfortunately late spring sowings of the 
Onion crop give extra facility for attack 
of the black tly, which avoids the stronger 
growth of autumn sowings, but deposits 
its eggs on the more tender foliage, there 
to hatch, descending to the tiny bulbous 
roots, under which the crop collapses whole- 
sale. It is wise to anticipate this trouble 
by warding off the tly by repeated dust- 
ings of dry roots when ‘the tender tops 
are damp with morning dew, but it must 
be done promptly now. Possibly by this, 
nevertheless, the enemy has commenced 
operations, which will be shown by 
yellowing tops, which should be taken in 
hand by a liberal sprinkling of nitrate of 
soda, acting as a stimulant to the roots 
and deterrent to the maggot.

CONCRETE BRICK MAKING 
FOR IRELAND.

Wa learn that it is proposed to establish 
various centres in Ireland for the manufac- 
ture of bricks, tiles and other conerete pro- 
ducts. and if the standard of the samples 
exhibited at the recent Spring Show of the 
Roval Dublin Society by the British Port- 
land Cement Association, Ltd., is maintained 
the prospects of developing a new and lucra 
tive industry in Ireland seem favourable. ¢ 

It is claimed for the concrete brick that it 
at least equals the clay brick in every 
respect—compression, absorption, and «dura 
hility. For exposed walls and frontages these 
bricks: are to be made in anv desired shade 
or even multi-coloured. ‘This colouring is 
not of the nature of a veneer, but is em- 
bodied in the brick during its manufacture, 
and will not fade or disappear with weather- 
ing. Fer inner and non-exposed walls. where 
colouring is uncalled for a much cheaper 
brick will be put on the market, and will 
correspond vith the familiar stock brick. 

As to the all important question of cost, it 
is Claimed that the concrete facing bricks can 
be sold in Dublin at from 10s. to £1 per 
thousand cheaper than the clay bricks. As 
in the case of all building commodities the 
cost must necessarily vary considerably with 
local vonditions, but as the cencrete brick 
can be made in any locality where suitable 
cand is available heavy freight charges will 
he minimised with a consequent redaction in 
price of the deliverea article

Japan and China. 

The Japanese Government has sent to 
the League of Nations a statement on the 
recent clash between Japanese and 
Chinese arms at Tsinanfu. That incident 
caused profound disquiet throughout the 
world; for great Powers easily could be 
involved if the vigilance of statesman- 
ship should relax. Britain, the United 
States of America and Japan are 
the nations principally concerned. 
Britain’s interests lie in the restora- 
tion of peace and of free commercial 
intercourse throughout the Chinese terri- 
tories, and to that end she desires 
to see the. emergence of a united and 
responsible Chinese national Government. 
Responsible opinion in Japan and the 
United States is at one with Britain; 
but there are elements in both these 
countries which are less agreeable to the 
cause of peace. There are Americans who 
suspect Japan of a desire to interfere in 
China, and to engineer a Japanese domi- 
nation of that vast and populous region. 
It is true that there are men in Japan 
to whom such a prospect is by no means 


repugnant. The most scrupulous critic, 


however, cannot impugn the correctness 


of Japanese action during the last two 
critical years. The present Japanese 
Government has co-operated loyally in 
Britain’s efforts to safeguard the rights of

Politics. 


The Congress of the United States has 
adjourned until December, leaving 
political attention in that country concen- 
trated upon the approaching national 
election. To most foreign observers the 
American party system, now brought into 
especial prominence by the presidential 
campaign, 1s something of a mystery. The 
Republican and Democratic Nationa] Con- 
ventions are close at hand, but one hears 
little or nothing of party principles. 
Speculation seems to be concerned almost 
candidates. Will Mr. 
Hoover be the Republican nominee? 
Whom will the Democrats select? What, 
then, is a Democrat, and how does he 
differ from a Republican? The answer is 
simple: there is very little difference, 
indeed. During the early years of the 
Republic there was a sharp distinction 
between the two major parties, reflecting a 
real divergence in political thought. The 
fundamental issue involved the balance of 
power as between the State and the 
Federal Governments. The Democrats 
asserted, in effect, that ‘the individual 
States were sovereign, merely having dele- 
gated certain specified powers to a central 
authority, in order to secure the benefits 
of co-operation. Their opponents, on the 
other hand, sought to strengthen the 
national Government, and were aided in 
this purpose by a series of decisions in the 
Supreme Court, which has sole power to 
interpret the Constitution. The extreme 
statement of the Democratic position— 
that any State had the right to withdraw 
from the Union, if it should so desire— 
was refuted finally by the American Civil 
War, which ended in 1865; but the 
Democratic Party remained traditionally 
the advocate of State rights, while the 
Republicans stood for centralisation. 
Thus a tariff imposed by the national 
Government, to protect the industries 
largely located in New England, was 
denounced by the Democrats and became 
one of the chief party issues in practice. 
Of late years, however, the situation has 
altered. Factories have begun to appear 
in the Democratic South ; a national tariff 
is no longer so obnoxious. To-day many 
Americans would be hard pressed to 
differentiate the views of the two parties 
on fundamental issues. The party 
organisations persist largely for con- 
venience. The new factor in the American 
politica] situation has been the emergence 
of economic interests, cutting across party 
lines and developing the so-called ‘‘ bloc’’ 
alignments in legislation. . It is being

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Music and the Dance. 


According to Mr. G. E. Moon, Chairman 
of the Federation of British Music In- 
dustries, the s-le of pianos is on the wane. 
He attributes the decline in purchases to 
the fact that people now are too lazy to 
take the trouble to learn how to play. 
They prefer the pianola, the gramaplione 
or the ‘‘ wireless.’’- Mr. Moon goes even 
farther; for he says that music is being 
killed by dancing We have much 
sympathy with. this point of view. The 
world has gone dance-mad during the last 
few years. Every city and town has its 
public dance ‘halls, where, almost every 
night of the week, hundreds of couples, 
yourg and old, may be seen—by those 
who wish to see them—stalking solemnly 
and with infinite labour through the 
tortuous steps of the latest importation 
from the United State. From the 
musical standpoint the modern dances, in 
the American phrase, are a “dead loss. 
Thirty years ago excellent dance music 
was produced, some of which is likely to 
endure; but to-day the whole demand is 
for the cacophony of the Kaffir kraal— 
and what the public wants it gets. How 
many dance tunes of to-day will be 
remembered ten years, or even fve years, 
hence? Yet nearly every broadcasting 
station in the world caters for this horrid 
taste. The time, indeed, seems to be at 
hand when real music will be a preserve 
of the faithful few. There have been 
moments when even the greatest musical 
enthusiast has been tempted to throw 
things at young women practising ' The 
Maiden’s Prayer,” and the flat-dweller 
knows the value of the instrument as a 
means of refined torture. Nevertheless, a 
home without a piano is incomplete. We 
regret to learn, therefore, that in these 
days, when an instrument apparently can 
be bought for “ five shillings down and the 
rest when you like,” the spending public 
prefers to invest its savings in “ wireless’ 
sets and flutters on the dogs, 


OUTLAWRY OF WAR.

FREE STATE’S ATTITUDE, TO 
TREATY. 

Mr. DE VALERA, in the Dail yesterday, 
put the following question to the Minister for 
I¢xternal Affans:—Whether an _ invitation 
from the Government of the United States of 
America to the Free State to become a party 
to the proposed Kellogg treaty for renuncia- 
(ion of war as an instrument of national policy 
has been received; whether the terms of the 
British reply to the United States were com 
municated to the Executive Council before 
heing sent; and whether he will state what is 
the attitude of the Executive Council towards 
the reservations to the general principle of 
the pact indicated in the following para- 
graphs of that reply :— 

“The language of Article 1, as to the 
renunciation of war as an instrument of 
national policy, renders it desirable that 
I should remind your Excellency that 
there are certain regions of the world the 
welfare and integrity of which constitute 
a special and vital interest for our peace 
and safety. 

‘His Majesty's Government have been 
at pains to make it clear in the past that 
interference with these regions cannot be 
suffered. Their protection against attack 
is to the British Empire a measure of 
self-defence. 

“HH must be clearly understood that 
His Majesty’s Government in Great Bri- 
tain accept the new treaty upon the 
distinct understanding tivat “it does not 
prejudice their freedom of action in this 
respect.’ 

Mr. McGILLIGAN, Minister for External 
Affairs, said that the Government had re- 
ceived through the United States Minister af 
Dublin an invitation from the Government of 
the United States of America to 
eecome one of the original parties 
fo the proposed multilateral treaty 
for the renunciation of war. The terms of 
the British Note on the subject of this 
Treaty, which was handed to the United 
States Ambassador in London on the 19th 
inst., were communicated to the Free State 
Government before the Note was issued. The 
Deputy would observe from the text of his 
own question, and also from the final para- 
graph of the British Note with which it-deals, 
that the views embodied in these paragraphs 
are expressed on behalf of His Majesty's 
Government in Great Britain only, and do 
not purport to represent the views of, and 
cannot, therefore, In anv wav commit, the 
Government of Saorstat Eireann. 

Mr. de VALERA—Is the Minister prepared 
to state what his own attitude is in respect 
of the invitation’? 

Mr. McGILLIGAN—We are becoming one 
of the original parties. 

Mr. de VALERA—Will the House have an 
opportunity of considering your opinion 
before it is sent? : 

Mr. McGILLIGAN—No:; it has been sent. 

Mr. de VALERA said that he would give 
notice that he would raise the question at 
the earliest opportunity on a motion for the 
adjournment of the House.

BELGRADE, Wednesday. 
Hundreds of . students 
against Italy..on the Korso this evening, 


where they erected barricades in order to 


hinder the mounted police. 


Firemen, with: hoses, were first sent to 


try and disperse the crowds, but were 
bumbarded with chairs and other missiles. 
The police then charged, with fixed 
bayonets, into the mob, and a wild riot 
ensued, several shots being fired by the 
students. 

It was only -after using firearms that 
the demonstrators could be dispersed. 
The number of casualties is unknown. 


BELGRADE, Wednesday. 
In spite of severe precautionary 
measures, taken on the instructions of 
the Minister of the Interior, there were 
anti-Italian demonstrations at the end of 
a performance in the National ‘theatre, 
civen by a company from the Opera 
Comique of Paris. . 
The occupants oí the gallery, composed 
chiefly of students, cheered France and 
uttered cries hostile to Italy. 
Dr. Marinkovitch, the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, who was in a box with 
the French Minister, immediately left the 
theatre. The demonstrators, who cathered 
o.tside the theatre, were dispersed by 
the police, who made several arrests. 
At Sarajevo last evening bodies of 
young men held a demonstration protest- 
ing against what they described as Fascist 
excesses at Zara. The police intervened, 
and eventually. called the mounted gen- 
darmerie, who charged. Twenty-five 
arrests were made. 
The commander of the gendarmerie was 
slichtly injured in the head. 
Anti-Fascist demonstrations also took 
place at Soubotitza yesterday, the 
university students meeting to protest 
Acainst events at Zara, and ex- 
pressing their agreement with their 
comrades in Belgrade, Zagreb and 
Liubljana-Laibach. - At the close of the 
meeting the demonstrators tried to form a 
procession and march through the prin- 
cipal streets of the town, but they were 
headed off by the police atid dispersed 
quietly.

THIRD DEATH FROM 
YELLOW FEVER. 
The death was announced in London 
yesterday of Dr. William Alexander 
Young, Director of the Medical Research 
Institute of the Gold Coast. This is the 
third death recorded within a 
tively short time of men engaged in 
research work in regard to yellow fever 
on the Gold Coast. 
One of Dr. Young's fellow-workers, 
Professor Hiyedo Noguchi, died from 
yellow fever only a few days ago, and it is 
believed that Dr. Young may have caught 
the infection wlien making a post-mortem 
examination. 
Another investigator, Dr. Adrian Stokes, 
a distinguished graduate of Dublin Uni- 
versity, died of the disease last year. 
Dr. Young, a Scotsman, aged thirty- 
nine, studied at St. Andrews University 
Medical School and at the Liverpool 
School of Ti al Medicine. After work- 
ing in the West African Medical Service, 
and serving in the Cameroons Expedi- 
tionary Force during the war, he became 
house surveon at the Seamen’s Hospital, 
Greenwich. In 1920 he went to the 
Medical Research Institute at Yaba, West 
Africa. and afterwards served with the 
Tsetse Fly Commission in Nigeria. In 
1924. at the ave of thirty-five, he was 
appointed head of the Gold Coast 
Institute.

NORWICH TO LONDON. 

The Prince of Wales's departure by air 
for London was a big attraction yesterday 
at Norwich, where he inspected the new 
electricity supply station, opened Eaton 
Park, a new pleasure ground, and laid 
the foundation stone of a new Masonic 
Temple. The Prince saw a parachute 
descent by Mr. John Tranum, the Amer!- 
can parachutist, and then, in full fiving 
kit, took his place in the Bristol fighter 
machine which has been placed at his 
disposal. As the aeroplane taxied across 
the aerodrome he waved to the crowd, 
which numbered many thousands. It was 
4.17 when the Prince left and flew to 
Northolt Aerodrome, Middlesex, where he 
made a perfect landing at 5.16 p.m. The 
two Bristol fighter aeroplanes in which 
the Prince and his equerry were travel- 
ling came over at a height of about 2,500 
feet, swept round in a great circle to the 
west of the aerodrome, and planed gently 
to earth.

The ‘planes’ landed within a few 
moments: of each other, and the Prince 
quickly stepped out and was greeted by 
officers of the Royal Air Force.

U.S. FEDERAL PRISONS 


INHUMAN CONDITIONS,

BALLOON IN FLAMES.

EXCITING SCENE AT AN 
ATR STATION, 

A new large observation balloon, which 
was being experimented with for the first 
time at Pulham Air Station yesterday, 
burst into flames. When the balloon was 
some five hundred feet from the ground 
the rudder bag was seen to sag heavily, 
and it gradually tore away from the main 
fabric. Suddenly there was a loud explo- 

sion and the whole balloon ignited. 

The balloon then became detached from 
its cable and drifted to the ground about 
half a mile away, and was destroyed in a 
very short time.

MANCHESTER BLAZE. 
BRIGADE’S FIGHT TO SAVE 
AN OIL WORKS. 
A fire which involved a garage and ware- 
house in Croft street, Clayton, Man- 
chester, yesterday developed into a thrill- 
ing battle between the brigade and the 
flames over the fate of oil works and tar 
works near a blazing building. 
The fire started in a garage owned by 
Messrs. John Wadder and Company, and 
spread rapidly to neighbouring buildings 
in which corn was stored. Soon the whole 
block of buildings was an inferno, and 
volumes of dense smoke hampered the fire- 
men. 
People living in houses near the garage 
carried their furniture outside and piled 
it in the middle of the street. 
The flames threatened to involve the 
Hillcrest Oil Works and the Shefheld Tar 
Works, and it was towards saving these 
that the brigade successfully directed its 
efforts. 
Twenty-five telephone wires were burned 
down, and the local telephone service was 
dislocated. 


MOTOR LORRY ON FIRE

Trapped with his wife and two children 
in the driving cabin of a blazing lorry

The lorry had almost reached the top 
of ‘Church Hill, Edlesborough, Bucking- 
hamshire, when a fault developed in the 
gear box, causing the vehicle to run back- 
wards.

BRISK SALES AT GALWAY

“That due care and judgment Were not 
exhibited by the police officer in arresting 
you; that proper steps, as required by the 
Metropolitan Police Genetal Orders, were act 
taken in the police station to inform you of 
your right to communicate with your friends 
and eall in a private doctor, and that proper 
regard ‘was not paid to your requests in the 
matter, and that the. evidence of the police 
officer at Quarter Sessions on the subject of 
your condition was recklessly inaccurate.’’ 


NOTHING BUT AN INSULT. 

Mrs. Murray, wife of Major Murray, when 
interviewed by a Press Association ‘reporter 
at, her home at Rhayader, Radnorshire, ves- 
terday, said:—‘‘ The offer which the Home 
Office has made to my husband is. nothing 
but an insult. A sum of £500 is no com- 
pensation for the suffering and trouble which 
we have had since this infamous charge was 
brought. The actual monetary expense has 
been much more than £500, and, apart from 
that, we have both suffered greatly in 
health. 

“ My husband has been on the verge of a 
breakdown for months. As for myself, I 
have been under a nerve doctor for several 
months, and at times the strain has been 
awful. After such an ordeal as ¢urs has 
been we are offered £500. It is.a /perfectly 
scandalous thing. My hwsband hes\ had no 
opportunity of discussing it with me. He 
received the Home Office letter on Monday, 
and left for London almost immediately. I 
know, however, that he will not accept the 
offer until he has consulted his solicitors.”’ 


THE CONSTABLE’S POSITION. 

The Press Association's Political Corre- 
spondent understands that, following a police 
inguiry, disciplinary action was taken in 
regard to the constable concerned in the case 
—Police Constable J. Thurston. He has had 
to forfeit part of his pay over a stipulated 
period. 

The correspondent also understands that 
when the House of Commons reassembles on 
Tuesday next, the Home Secretary will be 
questioned in regafd to the case, and that 
Sir William Joynson-Hicks will make a 
statement. 

SOLICITOR’S OPINION. 

Mr. C. Grobel, Major Murray’s solicitor, 
told a Press Association reporter that he ws 
anxious to see Major Murray, “In my 
opinion,” he said, “it would have been more 
adequate had the Home Office offered him 
£1,000 instead of £500 as compensation for 
the damage to his reputation, and for the 
expenses incurred in vindicating his charac- 
ter. J do not yet know whether Major 
Murray is going to aecopt the £500 or not. 

“When I think that a man in humble cir- 
cumstancee—a poor man, I mean—without 
the resources of legal aid or the help of 
friends, might have found it very difficult to 
vindicate his character, I think it seems to 
point to the necessity for some machinery 
whereby efficient legal assistance could be 
obtained.”’ 

* MAJOR MURRAY'S ATTITUDE. 

Major Murray told a Press Association 
reporter late last night that the Home Office 
grant of £500, by way of compensation for 
his wrongful conviction for being drunk and 
disorderly in Piccadilly last August, was 
hopelessly inadequate. ‘‘It is adding insult | 
to injury,” he said. “I have not yet de- 
cided what to do.’’ d

PROBLEM FOR COMMISSIONERS.

WICKLOW, Wednesday. 

The Local Appointments Commissioners are 
faced with a problem of their own making. 
Yesterday the Wicklow County Joint Tech 
nical Instruction Committee discussed the 
matter. The Principalship has been vacant 
for nearly a year, the Bray Principal being 
engaged temporarily in the dua] rdéle.

missioners increased the age limit from 26 to 
48 years, and last month recommended Mr. 
Painting, Vice-Principal, Co. Kildare. 


CANDIDATE REJECTED. 

The Committee rejected the candidate, who 
is over 40 years, and has no knowledge of 
Irish. Yesterday the Commissioners wrote 
emphasising Mr. Painting’s qualifications, ex- 
perience and efficiency, adding that no can- 
didate knew Irish, and they could not recoh- 
sider their decision. i ; 

Canon Hoey, P.P,, V.F., Chairman, said 
that the Commissioners had increased the 
limit without their authority, and Mr. C. 
M. Byrne said that Mr. Painting lacked a

VERDICT IN ROUGIER 
CASE,

‘The inquest was concluded at Woking 


‘yesterday in the case of Hilary isougier, 
+ whose body was exhumed from St. John’s 


Churchyard, near Woking, on March 6th. 
Mr. Rougier, who died in August, 1926, lived 
for some time before his death with Mr. and 
Mre. W. K. Lerwill at Nuthurst Tower, 
Knaphill. He was 77 years old and a retired 
Guernsey farmer. 

‘The jury returned a verdict that Mr. 
Rougier died from morphine poison, not self- 
administered, 

As soon as the doors of the court were 
opened yesterday a large crowd, the majority 
cf whom were women, rushed in, some 
persons seeking accommodation in the dock. 

‘The Coroner said that several people had 
received anonymous letters in connection with 
the case. He had received one himself, and 
he wanted the jury to realise that those 
letters and their contents should be entirely 
removed from their minds. 

Summing up, the Coroner warned thé jury 
that it was wrong for a coroner’s jary to 
name any person, or persons, in a finding 
involving a criminal case, unless they were 
satisfied, beyond all reasonable doubt, that 
there was a prima facie case for examination. 

The jury asked for the evidence of Mrs. 
Lerwell to be read to them. 

The Coroner read the evidence, and pointed 
out that the statements made by ie: and 
Mrs. Lerwill were made voluntarily. 

After an absence of half an hour, the jury 
returned the verdict stated, 


TRINITY LAW 
SITTINGS. 
SOME IMPORTANT 

CASES.

There are some important cases to be dealt 
with during the Trinity Law Sittings, which 
will begin in the Law Courts, Dublin Castle, 
next Wednesday. At present there appears 
to be an average number of trials and motions 
down for hearing, but the biggest list so far 
is found in the appeals. 

In the Supreme Court there are thirty-three 
appeals listed for hearing, most of them of a 
heavy nature, One of these a certiorari: case 
of Tagney against the District Justice for the 
County of Kerry, is an appeal from an order 
of the President of the High Court, Mr. 
Justice Hanna and Mr. Justice O'Byrne, dis- 
charging a conditional ap | granted in a 
fishery prosecution, 1n which an important 
law point will be argued. Another is an 
appeal by the Revenue Commissioners from 
an order of the High Court whereby it was 
declared, on the hearing of a case stated, 
that a sum of £5,500 which was paid yearly 
to the Marchioness Conyngham, the appellant 
in the High Court, should not be included in 
the estimate of her total income from all 
sources for the purpose of super-tax for the 
years ending 5th April, 1921, and 5th April, 
1922. In a case of Lawless and another v. 
Forde and others the defendants are appealing 
from an order of the High Court upon the 
construction of an indenture of settlement in 
an important Chancery suit; and in a case of 
Walshe v. the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health there is an appeal 
against an order of the High Court discharg- 
ing a conditional order that the Minister 
should return, for the purpose of being 
quashed, a sealed order of the 25th February, 
1927, surcharging the plaintiff, clerk of 
Manorhamilton Union and Rural District 
Council and secretary of the Leitrim County 
Board of Health, in respect of alleged over- 
payment of bonus and dli. 

There are also important cases standing for 
judgment in the Supreme Court. 


HIGH COURT CASES. 

The High Court lists are up to the average, 
and it is now not at all certain that the case 
Stated on the Revenue side in relation to the 
claim against the late Earl of Iveagh’s estate 
will be heard this term. The question of 
domicile and ordinary residence was raised 
by the late Earl during his lifetime, and on 
the decision of this question depends whether 
or not approximately £350,000 will pass from 
the executors of the late Lord Iveagh to the 
coffers of the Minister for Finance. . 

In nisi prius eighteen cases already are 
listed for trial. Of these, eleven are jury 
cases and seven non-jury cases. Probate and 
matrimonial suits are included in the jury 
list, as well as a breach of promise action ; 
and in the non-jury list prokably one of the 
most interesting cases will be that of Thomas 
J. Wilson against Michael Judd and Raymond 
Judd, an action for damages arising out of 
bankruptcy proceedings. 

In accordance with the direction of 
Supreme Court in its majority judgment, the 
action for alleged defamation brought by the 
Irish People’s Assurance Society against the 
Dublin Insurance Company and others 1s 
listed for a new trial. The case recently was 
before the Supreme Court on appeal trom a 
decision of Mr. Justice Hanna.

| QUARRY YIELDS 


UP ITS SECRET. 


STARTLING DISCOVERY 
NEAR DUNDALK. 


, x—— 
BODY FOUND BY DUBLIN 
FIREMEN,

Yesterday morning the body of a human 
being was found in the guarry at Falmore, 
three miles nurth-west of Dundalk. The 
remains, which were tied up in a sack and 
weighted down with stones, are believed to 
be those of Miss Mary Callan, the young 
Louth housekeeper, who has been missing 
from her employer's house for more than 
twelve months. 

Miss Callan was a native of the Culloville 
district, on the borders of the Counties of 
monaghan and Armagh, and for a consider- 
able time had been in domestic service at 
Kilcurry, within a quarter of a mile of the 

uarry, On the 16th of May of last year 
she disappeared from the house, while her 
employer was in Dublin, and in the inter- 
vening period had not been seen. The most 
exhaustive searches had been undertaken to 
find the whereabouts of the girl. At first 
it was thought that she had gone to friends 
in England or Scotland, but inquiries showed 
that she had not. She was aged 27 years, 
tall, strong, and good-looking. 

For some months past the search has been 
confined to the district in which the girl was 
employed. Gardens in the neighbourhood 
have been dug, and inquiries instituted in 
other directions. 

PUMPING THE QUARRY. 

Recently it was decided by the authorities 
to drag the Falmore quarry, which is situate 
at the rére of Bridgachrin Church, in a 
thickly populated district. This quarry has 
not been. used-for many years, and is filled 
with a large quantity of water. There is a 
sheer drop of fifty feet from some of the 
surrounding banks to the water. The hole 
is more than 300 feet long and half that 
distance in breadth, and at portions sound- 
ings show that it reaches to a depth of more 
than forty feet. At other portions the depth 
is not more than thirty feet. 

It’ was decided by the authorities that the 
quarry should be drained, and a fire engine 
was brought from Dublin for the work. 
Since Saturday afternoon firemen and Civic 
Guards have been working continuously at 
the pumping, and 48,000 gallons per hour had 
beer pumped. The shallow side of the 
quarry had been pumped out on Tuesday 
night, when the#engine was shifted to a lower 
bank and the work of pumping was re- 
sumed. 

BODY FOUND, 

At five o'clock on Wednesday morning 
Fireman O'Connor and Guards Bracken and 
Campbell noticed a black bundle in the 
water directly underneath the highest point 
of the rocky ledge. They waded out and 
got dhe bundle, which proved to be a sack, 
sewn up and tied at thé top with some 
white material. The sack was heavy, and 
was found to contain human remains, as well 
as some heavy stones, which had apparently 
been placed inside to weigh down the body. 
The gruesome find was carried by the Guards 
and firemen to the quarry entrance, and was 
placed in a tent which had been erected 
earlier in the week. At the end of the 
sack shoes were sticking out. 

When the discovery was made it was de- 
cided to suspend pumping operations. There 
was then about six feet of water in the 
eastern end of the quarry, and it was later 
decided to pump the quarry hole clear of all 
water. Pathologists from Government head 
quarters in Dublin were summoned, and pend- 
ing their arrival tne remains were kept in 
the sack in the tent. 

Developments aire expected following the 
discovery of the body. 


THE MEDICAL EXAMINATION. 


Yesterday evening Dr. O'Kelly, Pathologist 
to the National University, Dublin, and Dr. 
Dongan, also of Dublin, arrived at Falmore, 
and .examived the remains which had been 
picked out of the quarry hole. Their inves- 
tigations lasted for several hours. 

The Corouer for North Louth (Mr. J. H. 
Marphy), solicitor, had summoned a jury, 
but late in the evening it was decided not to 
proceed with an inquest for the present, and 
the jurors were discharged without anv evi- 
dence being produced. 

DISMEMBERED BODY OF A FEMALE. 

It was learned definitely that the body is 
that of a woman, and that when found in 
the sack it was dismembered. ‘the legs and 
feet and at least one of the arms had been 
separated from the trunk, and all had been 
sewn together tightly in one sack. The 
general belief is that the body was that of 
the young housekeeper who disappeared a 
year ago. 

The work of pumping out the remainder 
of the water in the quarry continues, and it 
is expected that the work will be completed 
to-day. Civic Guards were engaged with 
shovels searching portion of the muddy 
bottom of the quarry. 


CONGREGATIONAL 
UNION OF IRELAND.

LIMITATION OF ARMAMENTS. 


The Rev. James M. Calder, Carrickfergus. 
was elected Chairman of the Congregational! 
Union of Ireland at the annual meeting in 
Belfast vesterday. 

On behalf of the United Council of Chris- 
tian Churches and Religious Communions in 
Ireland, the Rev. G. D. Atkinson moved the 
following resolution, which was passed :— 

“That the Congregational Union of Tre- 
land view with much thankfulness the efforts 
that are being made by some statesmen at 
home and abroad to effect a limitation of 
armaments as a preparatory step towards 
the general disarmament contemplated by the 
Treaty of. Versaiiles, and the efforts that 
are being made to have all subjects of dispute 
between the nations decided by arbitration; 
and desire to urge the Christian Churches to 
do what in them lies to hasten the time when 
wars shall cease in all the earth.” 

Mr. M. Sloan said that he could not 
see eye to eye with the resolution. He was 
one who hated war, and he would like to 
know what the effect of the resolution would 
be if it were carried out to its conclusion. 
If a nation antagonistic to Christianity were 
to attack Britain, he felt he could not sit 
still and allow his home to be pillaged. 

The Rev. W. G. Davis submitted and 
moved the adoption of the report of the 
Irish Evangelical and Congregational Home 
Mission. During the year they had assisted 
from the funds of the society thirteen 
churches in different parts of the country, 
from Cork in the South to St. Johnston in 
the North. 


LITTLE GIRL FOUND DEAD.

MOTHER DETAINED. 


A six-vear-old girl was found dead at her 
home at Bolton yesterday. . Her head had 
been terribly injured with an axe. The victim 
was Ada James, and the discovery was made 
by her sixteen-year-old brother, James. 

“When he entered the house, which is in the 
Deane district of Bolton, he missed his gister. 
His mother told him that she was all right 
and .was upstairs. As he heard no noise of 
movement the boy entered a bedroom and 
found his sister dead on the bed, with a 
wound in her head. He sent for his father, 
and the police were called. The little girl's 
body, which was fully dressed, was removed 
to the mortuary. Her skull and jawbone were 
fractured. 

Later the mother, Mrs. Maud James, was 
detained by the police.

AMERICA AND ENGLAND. 


TO THB KDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—Such books as I buy I generally pur- 
chase from the English, booksellers, who 
seem to meet my special requirements better 
than our American dealers do. Yesterday I 
was in the post office making out a money 
order to be sent to England for a book I 
was purchasing. The elderly clerk and-my- 
self got to talking about England and 
America, and I made the observation that in 
former times any bad feeling that existed 
between the two countries was on the part 
of America, whereas now the shoe seems to 
be on the other foot, and, while the feeling 
in America towards England is a very 
friendly one, the English do not seem to feel 
quite so friendly towards us. As $ a 

roof as any of the kindly feeling of America’ 
or England is the circumstance that the 
diatribes of “ Big Bill ” Thompson, Mayor 
of Chicago, against England or King George 
are hailed with gusts of Homeric laughter all 
over America. ‘ Big Bill ” is far from being 
a representative American, and he has been 
discredited and condemned by his own 
countrymen. 

In the course of my conversation with the 
post office man I mentioned the “' fair play 
spirit of the English, and the clerk remarked 
that the English are an honourable people— 
perhaps the most honourable among the 
aations. It is true that the English have 
always had a love for justice, and any in- 
justice that they may have shown of late in 
their attitude towards America I attribute to 
a lack of understanding of the undercurrents 
of American life. America is not to be judged 
from surface conditions. A new type of 
civilisation is in process of formation here, 
and we must wait until the structure is com- 
pleted before we pass judgment upon it. . 

America may be compared with a_ building 
in process of construction. A building in 
process of construction furnishes but few 
hints of its future utility and beauty. Piles 
of stone, brick, boards and mortar are lying 
about. We see ugly derricks and scaffoldings, 
scraps of wood and wood shavings, heaps of 
dirt and refuse. Outside and inside the 
building there is little but bareness and ugli- 
ness, noise and confusion, the clashing of 
opinions and orders, alterations here and 
alterations there. The scene is wholly 
changed when the building has been finished. 
Then order comes out of disorder. All the 
skeleton structures, the piles of building 
material, the*dirt and thé refuse have dis- 
appeared, and the building stands firm and 
trim, clean, useful and beautiful, with green 
lawns, trees and flower-beds surrounding it. 
It cannot, like Aladdin’s palace, spring into 
heing at once through the rubbing of a 
magic lamp. 

America is in the building. Let us all, 
Americans as well as non-Americans, suspend 
judgment on America until the fabric has 
been completed. America’s architects have 
planned heré structure on noble lines. Per- 
haps they omitted from their plans certain 
desirable features. If so, those features -will 
be drawn in as the building progresses. At 
present some of America’s builders are falsify- 
ing the original plans, and others of her 
builders are tearing down rather than build- 
ing. Still others are adding incongruous 
parts to the structure, or are using poor 
building materials. In time incongruous parts 
will be separated from the building, and 
poor materials will be replaced by sound and 
good materials. Some day—it may be cen 
turies hence, it may be sooner—Columbia’s 
walls and fabric grand will no longer be an 
eyesore, but a thing of beauty. 

“In the meantime let England and America 
stretch out hands of fraternal iriendship 
towards each other. Instead of indulging in 
sneers and digs, unkindly criticism and 
animosities, let them help each other and 
work together for the peace of the world, 
that the universal era of peace and good-will 
of which the prophet speaks may become a 
reality, and that the golden age of whien 
all noble hearts have dreamed may at cast 
dawn upon the world, when swords shal be 
heaten into ploughshares, the lion sha'l lie 
down with the lamb, and a little chil] shail 
lead them.—Yours, etc.,

asks :—What is the Christian belief on the 
immortality of animals? There is no defined 
dogma on the. subject, We know uo more 
to-day than that honest sceptic who wrote 
the Book of Ecclesiastes and insisted upon 
looking on both sides of every picture. He 
anticipated the modern theory of the essen- 
tial unity of all terrestrial hfe. Man and 
beast share a common life and a common 
death. ‘‘ That which befalleth the sons of 
men befalleth beasts; even one thing be 
falleth them; as the one dieth, so dieth the 
other; yea. they have all one breath (or 
spirit); and man hath no pre-eminence over 
the beasts. All go unto one place; all are 
of the dust, and all turn to dust again.”’ 
Then he asks the same question as your cor- 
respondent i—' Who knoweth the spirit ol 
man whether it goeth upward, and the spirit 
of the beast. whether it goeth downward to 
the earth ?”’ 

In my youth I was told that the lower 
animals had no reason and no souls, and that 
death was the end of them. Such dog- 
matic assertions only satisfy those who do 
not observe or think. I now reject the first 
two as untrue, and Í know nothing about the 
third, and I do not believe that any one else 
dees. I do not know of any faculty which J 
wossess which a dog does not possess, only 
in a less developed degree. It may console 
‘*Dog-Lover’’ to consider that most of the 
reasons which we can adduce for believing 
in man’s survival of death apply to his dog 
as well. Bishop Butler admits this. They 
are God's creatures as much as we; and it 
His love for us is a pledge of our immor- 
tality, His love for them must be equally a 
pledge of theirs. It is only man’s insuffer- 
able vanity which makes him think other- 
wise; and it took all the discoveries of 
modern astronomy LO knock the conceit out 
of him. 

Our Lord spoke some beautiful words about 
for the birds and flowers. On 
the other hand, St. Paul treats with. scorn 
the idea that God cares for oxen. The 
modern love and care of animals is a post- 
Christian development of human nature. 
Tennyson expresses this higher development 
in the lines— 


God's care 


Ob yet we trust that somehow good 
Will be the final goal of ill, 
To pangs of nature, sins of will, 
Defects of doubt and taints of blood; 


That nothing walks with aimless feet; 
That not one life shall be destroyed, 
Or cast as rubbish to the void, 

When God has made the pile complete; 


That not a worm is cloven in vain: 
That not a moth with vain desire 
Is shrivel’d in a fruitless fire, 


Or but subserves another's gain. 


The wish, that of the living whole 

No life may fail beyond the grave, 

Derives it not from what we have 
The likest God within the soul? 
The grief of ‘‘ Dog-Lover’s’’ friend for 
the death of his little dog is pathetic. May 
I suggest that “ Dog-Lover’’ should get for 
him a song by Whyte-Melville, which Í heard 
many years ago—‘' The Place where the Old 
Horse Died?’’ The concluding verse, as well 
as I remember, is as follows :— 
are men, both good and true, who think 

that in a future life 

Dumb creatures we have cherished here below 

Will give us rapturous greeting as we pass the 
golden gate— 

Is it folly if I hope it may be so? 

For never man had friend 

More enduring to’ the end, | i 
Truer mate in every tuin of time and tide, 

Could we hope to meet again, 

It would lessen half the pain . 
At the place where the old horse died.

SHARP RISE IN RADIO 
COMMON. 


Although there was no t ex on in 
the volume of business ng in the London 
Stock Markets as a whole yesterday, a firmer 
tone was evident, and better values were 
returned in many instances. Notwithstanding 
the fact that New York was closed yesterday, 
there was a notable improvement in the lead- 
ing British Industrials in which that centre 
is interested, and among them Gramophone 
descriptions were prominent, while Courtaulds 
and British Celanese made a firmer showing.

SWEDISH TRADE. | 

The enormous significance of Great Britain 
to the export trade of Sweden is seen in the 
foreign trade report for 1927 just issued by 
the Swedish College of Commerce, which 
shows that Great Britain took no less than 
27.56 per cent. of the total export of the 
country in 1927, the second place falling to 
Germany with 16.76 per cent., and the third 
to the United States with 10.85 per cent. Of 
the individual items of export, Great Britain 
headed the list in the case of pulp and 
paper, taking out of a total value of 
421 .700,000kr. 139,700,000, the United States 
coming second with 132,000,000, In the case 
of timber goods, the total export value was 
299.200,000 kronef, and of this Great Britain 
took 132,900,000, with Denmark as runner-up 
a long way behind with 29,200,000. In the 
animal foodstuff group, where the total value 
came to 120,800,000 kroner, Britain was 
again easily first with 79,500,000, and Ger- 
many second with 31,100,000

MAN’S EXTRAORDINARY 
STORY,

At a Special Court in Wexford on Wednes- 
day afternoon, before Mr. J. B. Fahy, a man 
aamed Patrick Curran, of Mandlintown, 
Wexford, was charged with the murder of an 
unnamed infant, 

Myles Devereux, a farmer, of Ballyminane 
Killinick, deposed that he had a girl name 
Mary Curran, a daughter of the accused, in 
his employment as a domestic servant for 
about fourteen months. He admitted that the 
girl slept on a loft with him and his son. 

* All in the same bed?’ asked Mr. Fahy. 
* Yes,” replied the witness, who, proceed- 
ing, stated that the girl left his employmeut 
nbout May 11th last, and about a month prior 
to that date she gave birth to a child. Subse- 
quently the child was taken to the house of 
the accused by the girl! and the witness. 
“What happened inside?’ asked Super- 
iniendent Downey. 

Witness—-He faccused) got a poker and hit 
it on the back of the neck, replied the 
wii ness. : 

Continuing, the witness stated that the 
baby was taken by the accused and him on 
the witness's donkey-cart to the seashore near 
the Wexford meat factory, The accused got 
up on a low wall beside the sea and threw 
the basket which contained the child into the 
water. The witness and the accused then 
went to the National Bank, where the witness 
drew £60. They then went to O’Farrell’s 
publichouse in The Faythe, where the witness 
paid the accused £60. 

Superintendent—Why did you pay him the 
50” 


Witness—He said that we would be no 
worse friends if I paid him the £50. 

At the conclusion of the examination of the 
witness the Justice stated that if he had 
known that the deposition was going to take 
the form that it did he would have warned 
the witness, as he appeared an accessory 
before the fact. 

Cross-examined by Mr. 4. R. Brennan. 
solicitor for the accused, the witness stated 
that his daughter, aged twelve years, slept 
in the bed too. His son was the father of 
Mary Curran’s child. He was not aware of 
the relations between his son and Marv 
Curran before the child was born. If he had 
known in time of her condition he would have 
sent for someone to attend her. At the time 
that the child was struck with the poker he 
was standing on the footpath outside the 
house of the accused. He saw the accused 
put the child into a basket. 

Did. you make any attempt to stop him!— 
I did, and could not stop him. 1 shouted 
to ham. 

Mr. Brennan—I suggest the £50 was paid 
by you to him in respect of the wrong your 
son had done to his daughter’—It was the 
other way. 

What other 
cloak the child, 

What did you pay him the £50 for!—He 
told me that he was going to take an action 
against, me. 

Sergeant P. Murphy deposed to the arrest 
of the accused. When charged and cautioned 
he said: “I have nothing to say, only I 
never saw the child.’’ 

The accused was remanded in custody for 
a week.

PLAINTIFF LOSES HER 
CASE.

Judge McElligott, sitting without a jury, at 
the Limerick Circuit Court yesterday, heard 
an action brought by Julia Lyons, dress- 
maker, residing at Hospital, Co. Limerick, to 
recover £300 damages from Jeremiah Crowley, 
business manager, Hospital, for breach of 
promise of marriage, 

Mr. O. Moriarty (instructed by Mr. M. 
Tynan), for the plaintiff, in opening the case, 
said that Miss Lyons was fifty years of age 
and met the defendant eighteen years ago, 
during which time a close friendship existed 
between them. After her sister's death in 
1926 her brother wrote and invited her to go 
out to him to South Africa. but on the advice 
of the defendant she told him that she could 
not give him any definite answer. On the 9th 
of December last it was arranged that Crowley 
and herself would get married on January órd 
of this year. Subsequently the marriage was 
postponed to the end of Janvary on the under- 
standing that the defendant was leaving his 
employment and going to take a house in 
Mitchelstown: but when the end of January 
arrived he refused to carry out his promise of 
marriage. 

PLAINTIFF’S EVIDENCE. 

The plaintiff, in her evidence, stated that 
the promise was made to her by the defendant 
five or six vears ago. On the 8th of December 
last year she told him that she was a long 
time waiting for the fulfilment of his promise. 
At her house next day Father Ryan, the 
defendant Crowley, and herself were present. 
when it was arranged that the marriage would 
take place on órd January, after the Christmas 
holidays. Crowley described the house in 
Mitchelstown that he was about to take, and 
asked her to postpone the marriage to the 
end of January, and the witness agreed. The 
defendant next told her that he had seen 
Father Ryan about the postponement, and 
that he was delighted. 

In the course of subsequent evidence, the 
plaintiff stated that she had made purchases 
In Fe arin for her marriage, but when the 
end oí January arrived she heard that the 
defendant was going away, as Mrs. Slattery, 
his employer, had given him a three months’ 
rest. At the beginning of February the plain- 
tiff met the defendant and asked him if he 
was going back of his word to Father Ryan. 
He did not answer, and she told him that he 
had treated her shockingly. 

In reply to Mr. Downing (instructed by Mr. 
J. S. Gaffney, solicitor), for the defence, the 
plaintiff stated that she was unaware that 
Crowley's salary was only £2 per week, but 
she did not bother about that. She was very 
anxious to marry Crowley, and had got other 
offers, but did not accept them. He never 
refused to marry her. She insisted on being 
www at. an interview that the defendant 
vad with Father Ryan, as Crowley was very 
“sneaky.” He did not say in Father Ryan's 
presence that he would not marry her; neither 
did he say that he was going to Dublin to see 
a medical specialist. 

Counsel—Did you not say that you would 
drown yourself if he did not marry you? 

Witness—No; I said that I was tired of 
waiting and that I would do something. 

Did you on tha street call him a dirty low 
cad ?—I never expressed myself like that. 

Did you call him a crocodile '—I would not 
be far out if I did. I called him a dissipaved 
old thing. 

CLERGYMAN’S EVIDENCE. 

The Rev. Laurence Ryan, C.C., Hospital, 
deposed that he saw the plaintiff and the 
defendant at the plaintiff's house some time in 
December. Miss Lyons began to abuse 
Crowley. She made reference to “an old 
contemptible,’’ and began to sob and cry. 
The witness said that there was no use in 
abuse. She replied that he was postponing 
the marriage too long. Crowley then said that 
he did not intend to marry her, and was 
going to Dublin to see a specialist. 

Mr. Moriarty—You heard Miss Lyons say 
that the órd of January was fixed for the 
marriage ?—It was riot fixed. 

_You heard her say so—on 9th December ?— 
Not in my presence. The defendant had told 
him that Miss Lyons had him tortured for 
some time to get him to marry her, and that 
he was not going to do so. 

Without calling on the defence. 
McElligott dismissed the 
evidence of Father Ryan,

DUBLIN DISTRICT COURT. 
“ NEITHER DRUNK NOR 
SOBER.’’ 


YOUNG MOTORIST’S OFFENCES 


(BEFORE MR. CUSSEN.) 

Lionel Mahon (So), Lower Haich street, 
was charged on remand with being drunk 
in charge of a motor car on the night of the 
25th inst., and with driving the car on his 
wrong side and in a manner dangerous to 
the public in Upper Pembroke street. There 
was a further charge of assaulting Guard 
Bodkin by seizing hold of his tunic. 

Mr. J. W. Davis prosecuted, and Mr. 
Binchy " BHÁIN by Mr. H. B. O'Hanlon) 
defended. 

Giving evidence, Guard Bodkin said that 
when he asked the defendant why the .ights 
of the car were out, Mahon replied : '' Hang 
it; aren't they on?” He resisted arrest 
until a lady friend persuaded him to go 
quietly to the station. Witness arrested him 
opposite No 1 Lower Hatch street. 

Mr. Cussen—He had £49 in his possession, 
which suggests that he was on a wild spree. 

Answering Mr. Binchy, the witness said 
that the defendant asked to see a doctor. He 
denied being drunk, but he swayed about, 
and said that he was not coming ta the 
station. When the witness laid his hani on 
his shoulder he wrenched himseif away. 

Dr. Ryan, police surgeon, said that the de- 
fendant was neither drunk nor sober when 
he examined him—he was pretty steady on 
his feet. 

To Mr. Davis—Mahon was a fit 
state to drive a motor car. 

Dr. Lennon, Merrion square, whom the 
defendant asked to see, agreed generally with 
Dr. Ryan's evidence. The defendant's 
father was a doctor and a friend of the wit- 
ness. On the evening in question the de- 
fendant, accompanied by a lady, his cousin, 
called on the witness. 

Mr. Cussen—Had he any drink at your 
house ’—No. 

Mr. Binchy said that the defondant had 
‘nevem been in trouble before, and had a 
clean record. He had been at Sandhurst, and 
ha. passed for the a:wy. He then tried 
for a Colonial post, and was holding himself 
in readiness for it. On the evening in ques- 
htion he took Lis cousin, Mrs. Cole, to a 
theatre, and while. there, meeting s“sme 
friends, he had a couple of glasses of sherry. 
He apparently under-estimated the potency 
of this brown sherry. 

Answering Mr. Binchy, the defendant said 
that his father had sent him the £49 from 
Galway to use while he was awaiting his 
Colonial appointment. On the evening in 
question he had two bottles of stout before 
going to the theatre, where he had a couple 
of brown sherries. The lights of the car 
were on when he started from Merrion 
square, and he thought that they were on 
when the Guard stopped him. He regretted 
exceedingly what had occurred. 

Explaining the alleged assault, the wit- 
ness said that the Guard twisted his wrist, 
and as it was hurting him, he struggled to 
free his wrist.
